Is the Prophet <'s.2 Light (Noor) or Not? 


This document clarifies the debate on whether Prophet 
Muhammad is Noor (divine light) or merely Bashar 
(human). Using Quranic verses and Hadith, it 
establishes that the Proohet Muhammad embodies both 
Noor and Bashar, with scholars affirming his dual nature. 
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In the present era, some sects believe that the Prophet 
Muhammad <'s% is merely a human (Bashar). May Allah 
guide or remove from this world those who have turned 
the sacred personage of our beloved Prophet A's2 into a 
subject of debate. Their entire lives are spent arguing 
whether the Prophet A'’s% is Noor (light) or Bashar 
(human). This debate itself reflects their limited 
knowledge because the question itself—whether the 
Prophet is Noor or Bashar—is rooted in ignorance. 


This is because the opposite of Noor is not Bashar; it is 
darkness (zulmat). Allah mentions in the Quran: 


“Allah is the Wali (Protector) of those who believe. He 
brings them out of darkness (zulmat) into the light 
(noor). As for those who disbelieve, their allies are false 


deities, and they bring them from the light into the 
darkness.” 


(Surah Al-Baqgarah, 2:257) 


The Quran gives us both concepts: that the opposite of 
Noor is not Bashar, but darkness. Therefore, there’s no 
conflict between Noor and Bashar. To simplify this 
further, consider some examples: the opposite of water 
is fire. If you ask someone, “Would you like something 
sweet or white?” your logic would immediately question 
this comparison, as “sweet” and “white” don't belong in 
the same category. Similarly, the opposite of Noor is 
darkness, and the opposite of Bashar is an angel. 


The concept that Noor and Bashar can coexist within 
one being shows that there is no real conflict. If anyone 
insists on debating this and ruins their faith, they should 
argue whether the Prophet A's.% is Noor or darkness 
(God forbid). Such a claim would immediately make 
someone a disbeliever because Noor and Bashar can 
exist together in one form. 


Let's understand this with another example. When Allah 
sent Angel Jibril (Gabriel) to blow into Maryam (Mary), 
we know that Jibril is the leader of the angels and made 


of Noor. Yet, he appeared in a human form. The Quran 
states: 


“So We sent to her Our spirit (Jibril), and he appeared 
before her in the form of a well-proportioned man.” 


(Surah Maryam, 19:17) 


Here, the Quran clarifies that Jibril, who is Noor, also 
took on a human (Bashar) form. Thus, it is evident that 
Noor and Bashar can coexist in one being. Our belief is 
that the Prophet 's% embodies both Noor and 
Bashariyat (humanness). If the Prophet A's: were not 
Noor, how would the world of light (angels) receive his 
blessings, as even angels derive blessings from his 
Noor, while humans and creations receive blessings 
from his Bashariyat. 


Denying the Prophet's Bashariyat makes a person a 
disbeliever. Some people, in their lack of understanding, 
may ask, “How can someone be both Noor and 
Bashar?” This is akin to arguing whether a man can be 
both a husband and a father. You don’t argue over that; 
similarly, one should apply reason and knowledge when 
understanding religion. 


So, it is clear that all Muslims agree the Prophet 2's. is 
Bashar. Denying his Bashariyat is disbelief. The real 
issue arises when someone says the Prophet “sz is 
Noor. We believe he is Noor as well. Those who deny 
this should present evidence from the Quran or Hadith 
that proves the Prophet <2 is not Noor. 


Some people cite the Quranic verse: 
“Say: ‘| am but a man (Bashar) like yourselves.” 


(Surah Al-Kahf, 18:110) 


We fully believe in this verse. There is no dispute that 
the Prophet A's.t is Bashar. However, if someone wants 
to present an argument, it must be that the Prophet A's.t 
is not Noor. Show a single verse from the Quran—from 
the opening chapter to the last—that explicitly states the 
Prophet <2 is not Noor. No such verse exists. There is 
no Hadith that denies the Prophet A's.f is Noor. We 
believe he is both Noor and Bashar, and there is no 
conflict in this belief. The true conflict comes from those 
who say the Prophet sz is only Bashar and not Noor. 


Now, let’s see if the Quran refers to the Prophet ’z as 
Noor. Yes, after studying the Quran and its 
commentaries, it becomes clear that the Prophet A'vt is

referred to as Noor in multiple places. One famous verse 
IS: 


“There has come to you from Allah a light (Noor) and a 
clear book.” 


(Surah Al-Ma’idah, 5:15) 


In the commentary of this verse, the renowned Sahabi 
(companion) Abdullah ibn Abbas (may Allah be pleased 
with him) said that “Noor” here refers to the Prophet 
Muhammad Ast. 


Allama Jalaluddin Al-Suyuti, a great Islamic scholar, also 
states that “Noor” in this verse refers to the Prophet 
Aisa. (Tafsir Al-Jalalayn, p. 97) 


Imam Fakhruddin Al-Razi, another esteemed scholar, 
explains that “Noor” and “Kitab” (Book) both refer to the 
Prophet A’s.t. (Tafsir Al-Kabir, 4/327) 


Thus, it is clear that all scholars, regardless of their 
school of thought, agree that the “Noor” mentioned in 
this verse refers to the Prophet <’s%. Saying that the 
Prophet ,'s.% is Noor is entirely in line with the teachings 
of the Quran. Anyone who denies this belief is holding 


an opinion contrary to the consensus of Islamic 
scholars. 


Additionally, a well-known Hadith explains that the 
Prophet st was the first creation made from Allah’s 
Noor. Hazrat Jabir (may Allah be pleased with him) 
asked the Prophet <2 what Allah created first, and the 
Prophet A's replied: 


“O Jabir, Allah created the Noor of your Prophet from 
His own Noor before anything else.” 


This Hadith further confirms that the Prophet A's% is 
indeed Noor. 


In summary, we believe that the Prophet Muhammad 
Aust IS both Noor and Bashar. Those who hold this belief 
have no reason for conflict. The true cause of dispute is 
with those who claim the Prophet <'s:2 is only Bashar 
and deny his Noor. InshaAllah, in the next part, we will 
further prove from the Quran and Hadith that the 
Prophet jst is indeed Noor. Please reflect on this and 
share it with others.
